THE CAINA-JAPAN WAR. 


[SPECIAL To THe ‘s4PAN MaAlL.’} 
Yokohama, April 29, 

The Times, in ite issve of tho 33th in- 
stant, esys :—It is not surprising that much 
excitement shontd be oreuted by the tarma 
of pence, Lecause the political and com- 
mercial interesta of Europoan countries 
may bo seriously affzoted by tho pew ar- 
tangements,. The diplomatic history of 
Europe, however, doce vot boar out tho 
pretension that Kuropoan countries have a 
right to step io, Ia the Congress of 
Vienns, the Great Powers which éntered 
into agreoment had previously taken part 
in the-risks and charges of the struggle. 
In the negotiations which followed the 
Crimean War, the interference of tho 
Powers was strictly limited by their treaty 
rights, and the same may be said of Euro- 
pean interposition when tho trealy of San 
Stefano was concluded. Bat in all these 
cases citcumstancea were. exceptionsl. 
Any State-which my think its own in- 
terests injariously affected by Jnpanese 
conditions is autitled to demond their 
modification, provided always that it is 
prepsred to face all conseqdences.
